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Police Jurisdiction Should Remain in B.€. 


UBLIC reaction to reports that British 
Columbia may hand over its Provin- 
cial Police Force to the R.C.M.P, will be 
mixed, and in the main it will likely be ad- 
verse, This province takes’ great pride in 
its police, and with good reason. Nor is that 
regard engendered solely by its being the 
oldest police force in Canada; it is a public 
pride built-up rather on a practical founda- 
tion laid by the police themselves. The 
force has had its ups and downs in almost 
a century of existerice,but for-a long period 
now it has enjoyed an unblemished repu- 
tation forjust. and impartial law enforce- 
ment, tempered by those soméwhat—rare 
attributes, courtesy and kindness 
The news that a surrender of provincial 
jurisdiction is on the cards will come as 4 
surprise to British Cotumbians,for-there 
seems little room for belief that the prov- 
ince could be better by the 
R.C.M:P. On the cont y, whatever the 
calibre-of the R.C:M.P. as a force, it 
doubtful indeed if it could-da as good a job 
as a provincial force staffed by fine young. 
men who know and understand their ter- 
ritory and, what is equally important,

directed by seniors who from personal ex- 
perience are familiar with every inch of the 
province and its local problems 
There is a remoteness about centralized 
Federal police-control that could be disad- 
ageous to the country west of the 
Rockies. Those at top executive and ad- 
ministrative levels, could not be cognizant 
enough of the conditions and needs of Brit- 
ish Columbia to be able to give-them any 
thing but arbitrary rulings based -on the 
inflexibility of policy that is largely in- 
escapable under any Dominion-wide sys- 
term 
It would be interesting to know what in- 
fluenced the present negotiations and who 
made the overtures. If thoughts of econ- 
omy are behind them, it is difficult to see 
how-the British Columbia taxpayer could 
be the gainer in the long run, since a Do- 
n share of the cost could be met only 
by on form. “British Co- 
lumbia is efficiently and on. the whole in- 
expensively policed now, and its Govern- 
ment would be ill-advised to surrender pro-
